Milling Company, furnishes The 
j^entuckian-Gitdizen with the foUow- 
in,c: reprint iiom Dec. 25 issue o 
Milling and Grain News, referring U 
the higher extraction flour: 

"The Milling Division of the U. S. 
Fdod. Admmi&txatibn issued radica 
changes and new regulations undei 
date Dee. 18. Signer extractior. 
flour, wri1|i price8.4;Barj&Md and new 
package differentisli are tin' telpor- 
tant features. Tbe special roles fat 
low: 

"Rule 17: No licensee engaged in 
the business of milling flour and feec 
from wheat shall, after Dec. 25, 1917, 
use more than 264 pounds of 58 
pounds per bushel or heavier clean 
wheat in making 196 pounds of 100 
per cent flour. From the 100 per 
cent flour so produced the licensee 
may at his option remove and sell 
or deliver as a separate protkict not 
more than 5 per cent of clear or low 
grade flours; the remaining product 
representing 95 per cent or more of 
all the flour produced shall .not be 
subject to further separation or di- 
vision. , None of the above flours so 
milled shall be mixed with or sold as 
feed.

From the moral and 
the financial momentum accumulat- 
ed, as well as from the almost inex- 
haustible resomco.-^ of the country, 
he finds it only natural that the sec- 
ond appeal should have brought a 
larger response than the first; and 
he predicts that the same forces will 
he at work to make the re.-pon.-^e 
cumulative in whatever succeeding 
loans the govemfment shall ask.

Definite steps toward National uni- 
fication of ratlmads and Improre- 

ment of congested conditions .if ere 
taken Satyrday by Director Genteral 
McAdoo in the appointment of a tem- 
porary staff and the issuing of his 
first formal order direetiilS absolute 
poolins t>f all traffic, common utiliza- 
tion of terminals, rolling stock and 
other facilities, hauling of freight 
by the shortest routes, and retention 
of all present officers and employes. 

Alfred H. Smith, pfesident of th3 
New York Central, was named tem- 
porary special assistant to supervise 
transportation in the trunk line ter- 
ritory east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio rivers, where con- 
gestion Is greatest. ^ ^ 

Walker D. Hine.s. of New York, a 
railroad lawyer and for many years 
a-'special student of government 
operation, was appointed assistant 
director general pending the forma- 
tion of a permanent staff. 

While the director general was 
conferring with a number of rail- 
road heads. Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners and mambeia of Con- 
gress, and planning imimediate ac- 
tion to remedy faults of transporta- 
tion, it became known that the de- 
mands of the railway brotherhoods 
for a 40 per cent, wage increase had 
been denied by the railroads and that 
consequently, the labor men had de- 
cided to postpone for probably sixty 
' days the presentation of their ca^je 
to the government. It was thought 
probable that President Wilson 
would take up the labor sitnatlon In 
his addess to CongfasB wtatt Thurs- 
day or Friday. 

The railroad chiefs freely predict 
that the advantages of the great 
non-competitive system now being 
developed would soon become so ap- 
parent that the country never woul i 
revert to the old plan of private con- 
trol. They even went so far as to 
predict very definitely that govern- 
ment ownership as well as control 
would be a development of only a 
few yeara.

The National Fuel Administration 

at Washington may be appealed to 
bv Paris, Lexington and other Cen- 
tral Kentucky towns as a result of 
the inadequate supply furnished by 
the Central -Kentneky National Gas 
Company, unless better servlee Is as- 
sured local consumers. 

Under the existing contract that 
the local Gas Company has with the 
TTnlted Pnel Oompany of West Vir- 
ginia, it is figured that the National 
Fuel Administration by exercising 
its authority could order prdi>©r 
equipment installed in the gas fields 

and-an adetw^'^'^te^i^^u^ioi^ 
gas to those communities, that de- 
pend upon it for light and heat. 

It is pointed out that the National 
Fuel Administration recently con- j i.ee 
templated having the natural gas 
from the West VirginU fields di- 
verted to feed the munition plants 
in Pennsylvania, and that if this 
could be done, either by taking over 
the gas fields, or by supervising the 
distribution of gas. that an order j^i^s 
of the National Fuel Administrator 
could relieve the shortage of gas in 
Central Kentucky and remove the 
cause of so much deprivation and 
suffering among the people of this 
State. 

At any rate, it is believed here 
that this move should be resorted to 
at once, since the local Gas Company 
gives no assurance that its service 
will be Improved in the future.

MUNITIONS EXPLOSION ALMOST 
WEECKS BELGIAN CITY. 

The town of Rouffelaere (Roul- 
ers) in Belgium, was almost laid 
waste recently by the terriffic explo- 
sion of an ammunition train caused 
by bombs dropped by a British air- 
man, according to the frontier cor- 
respondent of the Telegraaf.
